HE Black-Connery Wage & Hour Bill now before congress 


violates the principles of both representative govern- 


ment ami union labor, your writer told Hope Rotary club 
Friday noon. 


Every impartial man, recognizing the handicap facing 


business operators who try to be fair in a competitive world, 
will admit that the condition of labor can be improved in 
only one of two ways: (1) By self-organization of labor, 
or (2) by .government edict. It is ottr belief that 90 per cent 
of all industrial employers want to pay good wages, but a 
10 per cent minority operating in a competitive world can 
destroy the best intentions—as we all recognize. 


One widely-held liberal view of the capital-labor dispute 


i.s this: That the skilled crafts, operating in the middle and 
upper wage brackets, shall be organized in their own unions 
—leaving government to protect the masses of unskilled 
labor by minimum-wage and maximum hour, laws. 


This is the formula that lies behind the objectives and 


the history of the American Federation of Labor. The AFL 
refuses to take direct political action on its own candidates, 
but confines itself to supporting the known friends of 
labor, regardless of party. 


But the Committee for Industrial Organization (CIO) 


is an organization for direct political action—the CIO be- 
lieving all labor, skilled and unskilled, should be organized 
into unions, and, furthermore, unions that are tied up with 
.governmental bureaus as a potent political weapon. 


It is natural, therefore, that the CIO should advocate 


passage of the Black-Connery Wage & Hour Bill—while the 
AFL opposes many of its features.

A specific purpose of the Black- 


Connery bill i.s to establish "as 
quickly as practicable" a minimum 
wage of 40 cents an hour and a 
maximum work-week of 40 hourc. 


To carry out this purpose the 


proposed federal board would have 
unlimited authority to hire investi- 
gators, seize private records, and 
to grant exemptions to individual 
plants in a competitive industry 
where a fellow plant might be 
made to live up to the full terms 
of the bill. 


In other words, the Black-Con- 


nery bill would give government 
the same life-and-dcnth authority 
over 
payrolls 
that 
government 


exerts over taxes.

It is this writer's contention that 


the battle over the Black-Connery 
bill is not n capital-labor argu- 
ment, but a battle between the in- 
dustrial and agricultural halves of 
the United Stoics,

BROWNSVILLE, Texas. — Yankee 


ingenuity and enterprise have creat- 
ed "out of thin air" an entirely new 
export business that rates in the mil- 
lion-dollar Icass. 


It is the shipping of baby chicks by 


air to Central and South America, and 
the story of how 10,000 peeping little 
yellow fuzz-balls happen to be rid- 
ing the airway.s southward every week, 
is proof that there is still a human 
side to commerce and foreign trade. 


It all started like this: back in 1!)29 


when 
Pan-American 
Airways first 


opened service down through Central 
America, one of the line's representa- 
tives ordered chicken, which is a staple 
of food throughout the countries to 
the southward. 


Crossed With Fighters 


It was tough and terrible. So he 


began inquiring. He found that South 
American chickens were pretty bad, 
tough to eat, hard to raise, poor as 
egg producers. He found further that 
the first chickens were brought to 
South America 400 years ago by the 
Spanish and Portuguese colonists. 


But they were crossed with game- 


cocks brought over subsequently for 
the national sport of cockfighting, and 
when later on in the course of po- 
litical disturbances it became impos- 
sible t:> import nocw birds, the local 
poultry stocks declined in quality and 
number. 


Eggs were few and poor. Mryers 


were tough. Import of hatching eggs 
look too long; import of full-grown 
chickens were so much trouble that 
it was too costly to be practical. South 
American poultry stocks were going 
from had to worse. 


When the Pan-American man re- 


turned to the United States with the 
taste of tough chicken still in his throat 
and the memory of the situation vivid 
in hi.s mind, ho started to do some- 
thing about it. He interested a poul- 
try mtm here in the prospect of ship- 
ping eggs by air. 


In the fall of 1929 the first American 


shipment of hatching eggs left by ail- 
express for Guatemala. Only two eggs 
out of 144 were broken. The Guate- 
malan dealer received them fresh, 
hatehod them, and raised a successful 
crop of chickens that were head and 
shoulders above the local varieties. 


Then another brilliant inspiration 


came. 
Baby chicks actually weigh 


only about half as much as the eggs 
from which they are hatched. So the 
.shippers and the air line worked out 
a "chicken hotel," a corrugated card- 
hoard box filled with removable floor, 
Wiilcr and feed trays, light and air 
vents. Soon thousands of baby chicks 
were moving down (he airways south- 
ward, find arriving without a casualty, 
"'hoy .seemed to like flying. 


Taken Out for a Stretch 


Chirping lustily, they were stored 


in special compartments in the tails 
of the big airliners, taken out at night 
fur a stretch, change of water and feed, 
to resume the journey next day. 


But the final refinement was yet to 


<_-iiii»>. New-hatched baby chicks do 
not eat for 72 hours. Thus, one shipper 
reasoned, if he could time his hatch- 
ing and his shipping properly, weight 
could hu still further reduced. A neat 


Within a few hours these fluffy, chirping, newly hatched Miami chicks will be on their way through

cheeping little yellow balls. Others 
did the 5000-mile stretch 
to Lima.

Must Be Born on Time 


Special racks are now buiit into the 


Clipper ships to hold them, and they 
are "serviced" at stops just just like 
the rest of the ship and the other pas- 
.'engcr.s. Now shipments arc not ac- 
cepted if chicks arc more than 12 
hours old, each batch being certified 
as "born such and such an hour on 
Mich and such a date." 


So great is the demand that ship- 


ments are now made on a basis of

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People Should Have "Last Word" on War 


DIVIDED on almost everything el.se, members of the present 


Congress seem to be agreed on one thing: that above 


' everything else the American people want to stay out of any 


and all wars that may come over the horizon. 


In this the congressmen undoubtedly reflect the wishes 


• of their constituents. No one can doubt that the people of this 
• country want peace. War may start overnight in almost any 
part of the world; if public sentiment means anything, this 
country will stay out if it be humanly possible. 


But the peace-loving people of the United States might as 


well understand one thing. Under existing laws, they can be 
"taken into war against their own will, and they can do noth- 
ing about it but take it and like it, 
* * * 


IN THE first place, any President can, if he wishes, maneuver 


the country into a spot where war becomes practically 


inevitable. Wilson did it, unintentionally, in the World war; 
any succeeding President could do the same. 


In the second place, it is Congress that declares war. 


Susceptible to pressures of all kinds, Congress might con- 
ceivably declare war when a majority of the people did not 
want war. It is still an open question, for instance, whether a 
majority of Americans wanted to go to war with Germany in 
the spring of 1917. 


. 
v 
.There are now pending in the Senate two bills which aim 


to remedy this situation. Introduced by Senator LaFollette of 
Wisconsin and Senator Capper of Kansas, these bills call for a 
constitutional amendment which would put any declaration' 
of war up to a nationwide referendum for ratification. Unless 
a majority of the people voted for war, war could not be de- 
clared. 


The only exception would be in case of invasion by a 


foreign power of the United States or any other North 
American nation. 
* * * 


"CVERY man in the nation will jump to arms in case the 
.Li United States is invaded or threatened with invasion," 
says Senator Capper. "But when it comes to war overseas, the 
American people believe they have the right to pass on their, 
participation in such wars, and I agree." 


And says Senator LaFollette: 
"I believe that if the American people-are competent to 
elect congressmen and senators to make !such a tremendous 
decision, they are equally competent to arrive at the decision 
themselves." 


It is pretty hard to find any flaws in that sort of logic. 
Early action on one or the other of these-two bills would 


be advisable. The danger of a new world war seems to be 
getting greater all the time. Here is one safeguard to which 
the American people are entitled—the right to say for them- 
selves whether they shall send .armies to fight overseas. The 
machinery to give them, that right might as well be put in 
motion at once.

So far as improving the condi- 


tion of labor is concerned, America 
shows the following record of pro- 
gress: 


The first labor regulation in the 


United States was adopted in 1813. 
The question then lay dormant for 
a hundred years. 


The modern era of labor legisla- 


tion began in 1910, with safety reg- 
ulations for mines and other haz- 
ardous industries; and in 1912 with 
minimum-wage 
and 
maximum- 


hour laws for women workers in 
all plants. 


In rapid succession 15 states pass- 


ed such labor laws for women. 


There was a crisis in 1923, when 


the United States Supreme Court 
destroyed them—throwing out the 
women's law adopted by the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, the othor states' 
laws being of course invalidated by 
the same decision. 


But public opinion now in our 


own day has caused the supreme 
court to reverse itself nnd make 
good practically every bit of the 
legislation enacted since 1912. 


Last year the supreme court in- 


validated the minimum-wage and 
maximum-hour law of the State of 
Washington—but the spring of this 
year, 1937, the court reversed itself 
on that specific case, reversing also 
the whole trend of supreme court 
decisions on labor legislation. 


The Washington slate law was 


uphelp—and the effect of this de- 
cision was to validate the law of 
Arkansas, adopted about 1915, and 
lhe women's labor laws of all the 
other states. 


My authority is only as late as 


1029, but up to that year there re- 
mained only four stales in all 
America that had failed lo enact 
laws governing the minimum wages 
that might be paid to women in 
industry, and the maximum hours 
they might bo worked. Those four 
stales as of 1929 were Alabama, 
Florida, Iowa and West Virginia- 
bill as 1 said, the date of the record 
i.s 192!). and by this lime these four 
have fallen, or will, in line. 


That is the history of labor leg- 


islation, and public opinion on the 
question, in these Uniled Slates. 


We are today prepared to see 


federal uuthorily pul behind slate 
statues on the subject of minimum 
wages and maximum hours in the 
lower industrial brackets. 


iBut that isn't lhe issue in the de- 


bate on the Bliick-Cumiery bill. 
* *

What this bill proposes, instead of 


.safeguarding the human rights of 
the humblest citizens of lhe repub- 
lic, is simply to set up an indus- 
trial wage bureau with powers lo 
raise or lower wages, and to create 
or remove exemptions from the act, 
in whatever industry or individual 
plain .some politician or group of 
politicians chose to do so. 


The Blat-k-Connery bill is, for 


inslance, a specific threat against 
every industrial enterprise in thu 
agricultural South and West. 


It is a threat because practically 


all the mass employment of labor, 
practically all the mosl efficient 
and cosily industrial machinery 
which employs high-priced labor 
to the best advantage, are in lhe 
North and East. 


You understand, of course, that 


when wages go up drastically, (here 
must be a corresponding iiicrcac.- 
in productive wealth—in one of 
two ways, either (1; by greater 
production of goods through use of 
labor-saving machines, or (2) by 
conunanding a higher price for 
goods. In the lust analysis, a com- 
petitive world eliminates lhe sec- 
ond alternative—and the effect of 
standardizing industrial wages all 
over America is simply lo wipe out 
industry that can't afford to buy 
the grcatcsl labor-saving machines 
now available. 


But industry in the South and 


West is still small and relatively 
poor. 


The East and the North have 


the inside track to the vast invest- 
ment funds of Wall Street . . . .

Trial pf Hauptmann In Complete Detail 


Sidney Whipple, able' newspaper 


man, covered the trial qf Bruno Haupt- 
mann from start to finish. Later he 
wrote a book about It. Now, as editor 
of the second volume in the "Notable 
American Trials" series, he has brought 
out "The Trial of Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann" (Doubleday, Doran: $3.50) 
a Voluminous and well-edited reprint 


I of the testimony in that famous case. 
| All of the important testimony, to- 
gether with the lawyers' final pleas 
and the summation by the judge, is 
included verbatim, and it all makes 
fascinating reading. Even better, to 
my way of thinking, Is the extensive 
introduction in which Mr. Whipple re- 
views the entire case, from the mo- 
ment the Lindbergh baby was stolen 
to Hauptmann's death in the electric 
chair. 


A reading of this summary, plus a 


study of the testimony, confirms Mr. 
Whipple's own blunt statement: that if 
ever a man was caught with the goods 
on him, and sent to his execution un- j 
der an overwhelmingly convincing! 
mass of evidence, it was. this man 
Hauptmann. 


The Hauptmann case unfortunately 


became a sort of Nazi football, and an 
intensive propaganda campaign has 
made a number of people feel that 
Hauptmann was unjustly dealt with—) 
that the whole story somehow didn't 
.come out, and that someone, some- 
where, was shielded. 


Stuff and nonsense! says Mr. Whip- 


pie. Here was one of the most com- 
plete and scientifically exact cases ever 
prepared in an American court. Far 
from being framed, Hauptmann was 
convicted on evidence that, in its es- 
sentials, was gathered long before the 
police ever saw or heard of him. 


Hauptmann shielded no one, because 


there was no one to shield. He played 
a lone hand; Governor Hoffman's fan- 
tastic efforts to get him to talk failed 
simply because there was nothing 
Houptmann could have said.

The promise of rest that Jesus made 


to the hnavy laden is unique in the 
annals of what hns been offered to 
humanity by its professed leaders and 
masters. 


Monarchs and military loaders have 


offered men glory, and they hiive found 
the response of millions who would 
suffer and die for an intrepid and at- 
tractive lender. 


Masters and demagogues of finance 


have offered 
the 
allurements of 


wealth; and they, too, have found a 
response from the masses who too 
trustfully have yielded themselves to 
be shorn of what Jhey had. 


Others have offered case and pleas- 


ure, or have dangled allurements of 
adventure before humanity. 


But here is Jesus who stands before 


the world and says, "Come unto me, 
all ye that labor and nre heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest." 


How unique He is, and how accu- 


rately He discerns the deepest need 
in human life! For man cannot exist 
in life, and cannot go on, without rest. 
It is the one thing that nil men need 
whether they seek it or not, find Unit 
they find ultimately in the grave if 
they do not find it as a heritage of 
life. 


The conditions of the world, no less 


than this elemental need, emphasize 
what Jesus has to offer. We live in an 
age of unrest. Our modern life, partic- 
ularly, is jumpy and hard-driven. We 
have not only speeded it up in pur- 
pose, but we have all Ihe instruments 
and environment to make that speed- 
ing-up process terrific. The last thing 
that we think of is rest; nevertheless, 
it is the deepest need. We cannot do 
without it. 


Jesus is equally unique in the sort 


of rest that He offers. It is not the 
rest of mere ease, or of apathy, or of 
irresponsibility. 
It is the rest that 


comes 
through 
responsibility, 
and 


through learning, through discipline, 
through the meekness of heart that re- 
moves man from the areas of greed and 
violence and ambition. It is the rest 
that comes through bearing the yoke. 


7he late Sylvester Hornc preached 


a groat but simple sermon from this 
text in London many years ago. He- 
drew an illustration from our Civil 
war, citing the type of man 
who was 


irritable and uneasy in his personal 
and business relationships, wliusc tem- 
per made him a problem to his fam- 
ily and his friends. He pictured this 
man voluntarily accepting the respon- 
sibility of a great cause, accepting 
hardship and danger without com- 
plaint, finding rest and satisfaction 
through bearing the yoke. 


That truth may be found in wide 


ranges of life that are not associated 
with battlefields. Paul gave a great 
commentary 
upon 
these 
words of 


Jesus when 
he said to the early 


Christians, 
"Bear ye one another's 


burlens, and so fulfill the law ol 
Christ." 


Can there be any real rest for those
